Mrs. spoke to members 
the Lions Club and their 
who had assembled to hear informa- 
tion regarding the status of state fin- 
State Senator Ralph E. Swing, 
chairman of the Lions Club program 
committee, had arranged for the in- 
teresting meeting. 

Mrs. Pierce directed pointed com- 
ments at the school authorities of 
the state, and charged misrepresenta- 
tion, extravagance and. inefficiency.. 
The larger portion of her address 
was devoted to the controversy with 
the school authorities. 

Examination of Expenses Urged 

She urged her audience to ex- 
amine the school expenses. in San 
Bernardino County to determine if 
every dollar is bringing a dollar in 
return. ‘There is no reason why 
you should not show the same con- 
cern as to the expenditure of school 
money as any other public money,” 
she said, in explaining that it was 
sometimes not popular to question 
school expenditures because they are 
educational matters. 

In part Mrs. Pierce said: 

“In spite of all that has been said 
about state finances, comparatively 
few people are aware that in the 
decade between 1910 and 1920 the 
bonded indebtedness of the State of 
California increased 900 per cent and 
that state government costs increas- 
ed 259 per cent in the same period. 

Expend $11.33 For Every Person 

“In 1919 there was expended for 
every man, woman and child in the 
State of California $11.33 for the 
operation of the state government, 
and the per capita indebtedness was 
$11.98. Appalling as this situation 
was, the statistics published hy the 
Federal Census Bureau show that in 
1921 the government cost payments 
per capita had increased to $13.11, 
and the net debt per capita to $15.66. 
tt was the problem of curtailing 
these rapidly increasing expenditures 
and placing the credit of the State 
upon a sound financial basis that fac- 
ed the incoming administration in 
January, 1923. Upon this administra- 
tion also fell the task of first ¢on- 
struing the Executive Budget Amend- 
ment—the means by which these ex- 
penses must be reduced. The prob- 
lem was further complicated by the 
fact that the state was by previous 
lecislation: already saddled with fixed 
charges and recurrent appropriations 
amounting to approximately $60,000,- 
000. The requests of the various de- 
the time the budget 
totalled upwards of 
$110,000,000 and the available rev- 
enue as reported by the Board of 
Equalization was approximately $80,- 
000. As finally passed, the budget 
bill totalled $38,000,000; the special 
appropriations amounted to $1 ,500,- 
000, and the fixed charges and recur- 
rent appropriations to $60,000,000;

Says Proper Maps Supplied Schools 

“There is a great deal being said 
by the Superintendent of Public In- 
struction in regard to new editions 
of textbooks which are necessary, 
particularly regarding the elementary 
geographies for the lower grades. In 
the first place, at the time the ad- 
vanced geographies Nos. 1 and 2 
were printed last year there was also 
printed a supplemental book of maps 
correcting the boundary lines, and 
210,000 of these books of maps were 
distributed last year for use in the 
elementary grades. For the present 
biennium the Department of Educa- 
tion requested an additional 100,000 
books of maps, which request was 
granted. It must be coneeded then 
1that the elementary grades are sup- 
plied with proper maps. 

“As to the texts of the elementary 
geographies now being used and the 
need for a revision, it will be of 
considerable interest to those peo- 
ple who really desire to inform them- 
selves upon the facts to look at the 
new advanced geographies which the 
Board of Education had printed last 
vear. A careful examination of this 
book discloses the fact that the 
charts showing the productions in 
the United States and foreign coun- 
tries are identical with the charts 
used in the old geographies in use 
in the schools and that these charts 
were compiled in 1909 and 1910. In 
some instances when the new book 
was re-printed the date of the chart © 
has been omitted, but a comparison 
with the chart in the old book shows 
it to be identical. 

Boundary Changes Only Ones Made 

“In the chart depicting rice pro- 
duction in the U. S., California is 
not 4hown at all. In the chart rep- 
resenting the production of the west- 
ern states in comparison with the 
balance of the United States there is 
no mention of petroleum as a pro- 
duct. There is practically no differ- 
ence in the text of the new advanced 
geographies printed and those prev- 
in in the schools. The 
only difference between the two 
books is in the boundary lines of 
the maps. Of what value, therefore, 
the new edition, and of what 
value would a similar new edition 
for the elementary schools be to the 
students? The Roard of Education, 
through its executive secretary, gives 
lout the statement that they cannot 
the old editions of the Primer 
Hygiene and Book of Civies as 
they are too antiquated.

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GIVES REASONS WHY 
EARTHQUAKE SHOCKS 





ARE HARMLESS HERE 





That this part of Southern Cali- 
fornia need never fear earthquakes 
is evidenced by the fact that many 
of the old Spanish missions, built 


hundreds of years ago out of the 
crudest materials, sun-dried adobe 
bricks, are still standing, is the 


statement made by Silas Wentworth, 
noted tremblor authority of Los 
Gatos, who is at present visiting in 
Pomona. 

Professor Wentworth, who conducts 
experimental stations both at Los 
Gatos and Roseville, ridiculed the 
idea recently advanced by Bailey Wil- 
lis, professor emeritus of geology at 
Stanfard University, in an address 
before the Commonwealth Club of 
San Francisco, of erecting buildings 
of ball-bearing foundations equipped 
with shock absorbers or springs. 

Wentworth said that to illustrate 
the effect of an earthquake by in- 
stancing a round ball free to rock to 
and fro with a substantial edifice was 
foolish. What few earthquakes Cali- 
fornia has, he said. are caused by 
the action of water leaking on super- 
heated limestones far below the 
earth’s surface. This is probably the 
cause of the earthquakes which rock 
Japan, only to a far greater degree.

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THE INVENTION-PROMOTER

A common type of vendor of “blue- 
sky” securities is the promoter who 
promises to carry the investor to 

riches via a “patent.” 

This 
prise as a “self-deceived” inventor | 
would lead his friends and acquaint- 
ances into. It is the calculating 
scheme of the cold-blooded profes- 
sionlal who relies upon man’s enthus- 
jasm for and popular interest in a 
novel mechanical device with a labor- 
saving idea to it, to ensnare savings 
of small investors. 

Recently, in the field of house- 
hold goods, a New York lawyer ob- 
tained control of a patent that look- 


ed practical. As counsel for the 
company he obtained control of its 
affairs and began steadily to take 


for himself a goodly percentage of 
the money received for stock sales. 
One of the ways he did this was to 
organize a stock-selling company 
(fiscal agency) by which he and his 
fellow-pirate sold stock to the pub- 
lic at $25 a share, on a contract by 
which ‘they had to pay the treasury 
of the issuing company only $5.00. 
In this case the lawyer virtually 
made a contract with himself which 
‘was unfavorable to the company and 
all its stockholders. 

If you are considering putting 
money into any company whose ex- 
pectation of profits is based on the 
manufacture and sale of a new pat- 
ented article, it is advisable to look 


not only to the value and practicabil- | 


ity of the device, but to the kind of 
men promoting the company and to 
the amount of your money which gets 
out of their hands into the compaily’s 
treasury.

on the promise, still unfulfilled, that 
they would provide instead a social 
club or public gathering place where 
clean amusements would be offered, 
was the declaration yesterday after- 
noon of the Rev. Richard H. Gushee, 
rector of Christ Episcopal Church, in 
a talk before members of the Rotary 
Club at their weekly luncheon at 
Hotel Casa Blanca. 

Father Gushee declared that the 
need of wholesome amusement to oc- 
cupy the spare hours of the youth 
of the city is greater today than ever 
before, and asserted that in justice, 
it was up to the people to vote back 
the pool rooms or make good pre- 
election promises. 

The speaker told in interesting vein 
of the early history of Ontario, show- 
ing how.the early advertizing of 
the city had been mis-directed in that 
it had -failed to emphasize the nat- 
ural advantages of this locality, mere- 
ly calling attention to institutions 
which might be found in any town 
in the United States. 

With the recent acquisition of the 
Red Hill Country Club with its splen- 
did golf course and other attractions 
and with its high class tourist hotel, 
Ontario is now the only city in 
Southern California which is able to 
vie with Redlands and Riverside in 
attracting as residents and tourists 
wealthy easterners, according to 
Father Gushee. The speaker also 
referred at length to the many nat- 
ural advantages of this community, 
including the exceptionally attractive 
nearby mountain resorts. 

Father Gushee’ declared that in 
building up its citrus industry and 
its fine water system, Ontario had 
not only built a fine city, but had 
helped to build the state as well, 
similar institutions in other parts of 
California having been patterned af- 
ter those in Ontario. ° 

Three-minute talks were given by 
Mayor Willard D. Ball, Welles . 
Ross and Dr. Frank M. Taylor. Prof. 
leorge P. Weldon, pomologist of the 
Chaffey Junior College of Agricul 
ture, told how he strove to apply the 
first article of the Rotary code of 
ethics to his daily life. This deals 
with considering one’s vocation 
worthy and affording opportunity to 
serve society. The Rev. John Bar 
ron Toomay, pagtor of Bethel Con- 
gregational Church, spoke on the sec- 
ond article of the code, “he profits 
most who setves best.”
